(5) Removal of the 3 cent federal 
gasoline war measures tax This 
Federal tax has been removed, and 
has been transferred to the Provincial 
Governments under tax transfer agree- 
ments, and we were successful in hav- 
Ing it removed for Agricultural pur- 
poses both in Saskatchewan and AIl- 
berta. No increase in the price of gas 
can be prevented unless we have the 
co-operation of the Government.

(6) Co-op, institutions should not be 


considered in the same category as 
joint stock companies and _ should 
therefore not be subject to any corp- 
oration or income tax. -This is far 
from satisfactory, and the farmers’ Co. 
operative leaders should be urged to 
press for removal of those features 
that in effect, classifies such co-oper- 
ative enterprises in the same category 
as joint stock companies, and now 
Subject to 5% tax. Here is a job for 
the leaders of the Co-operatives to do, 
and it looks as if the A.F.U. will have 
to step into the battle and help them 
out, Why?

(7) Income tax laws to be amended 
| to conform with the brief presented 
by the Canadian federation of Agri- 
culture.

ficial changes in the Income Tax Laws

Tax regulations as they are adminis- 
tered and as they affect the farmer. 
The Government intends to overhaul 
the administration of the Income Tax, 
but the administration of these laws 
should be closely watched, also further

(8) Abolition of the Winnipeg grain 
exchange. Since the original sub- 
mission, the life of the Canadian 
Wheat Board has been extended to 
1950 and by legislative enactment, the 
Board has been endowed with powers 
to take control of all 
deemed necessary during this period.

The out- 
come of this matter Cannot be pre- 
dicted at this time, but will be active- 
ly dealt with after the hearings are 
held. This shows again, the A.F.U. 
together with the U.F.C. are tignting 
to have Agriculture recognized in our 
post-war set-up.

Summing up the above analysis will 
show that considerable changes have 
taken place to indicate that greater 
beneficial attention has been given to 
the farmers’ demands, and although 
our demands have not been fully 
implemented, we have no hesitation In 
stating that the consequent progress 
has justified Western farmers in their 
1946 non-delivery strike action.
